“to regularise the exchanges and 
also to aweeten the relations be- 
tween the countries. Especially 
ja this“desirable in to 
Franee and England. For it is 
soon brought home to any British 
visitor to France that a thiek 

_ barrier exists between the French 
‘and the British points of view in 
regard to many vital mattera of 
Europaan importance. 

These facta being self-evident, 
it might be expected that the 

' Governments would now be 
en ging travel. But if that 
ja eo,.they have 5 very extra- 
ordinary notion of what con- 
stitutes encovragement. For 
after ashort experience I have 
come to the conclusion thst their 
notion of international travel con- 
sista in making it as far as possible 
asort ofgigantic obstacle race. 

THE FIRST OBSTACLE. 

The first obstacle is the 
necessity of obtaining a passport. 
I am ready to admit that this 
may still bea necessary precaution, 
thongh | have alwsys understood 
that interested parsonscan manu- 

‘ fgeture passports with far more 
ease than other manufacturers 
can imitate milk or butter. 

Bu if passports are necessary, 
the wey of tho traveller, at any 
rata. might be easy. The 
forme might be made sireple and 
with an few complications as 

, possible. Tho visas might be 
made fow and far between. Fees 
might be reduced to the smallest 
‘point or abolished altogether. 

Compare these distant ideals with 
what bsppens at present. First 
sou have to apply for a form of 
application, and you must do that 
at least seven days before th- 
passport is required. So that if, on 
account of a relative’s death or 
other misfortare, you hare to 
roake a journey ‘in a burry your 
position is not an easy one. 

PERSONAL, DIFFICULTIES. 

Then, baving received your 
form, you hare to sit dowr and 
fllit up. Flere my own personal 
difficulties reatliy becan.

I have to admit I stsyed in 
France for three weeks without 


twelve months since the Peace 
Treaty was signed with Germany, 
and nearly two.yoars since the 
Armistice, yet wo are still strog- 
gling on under conditions which 
are-but Hitle better than those we 
endured during the war. 

Two years ago, unthinking 
people imagined that it was only 
necessary to cease hostilities for 
us at once to revert to 
romaething closely approximating 
pre-war, conditions, but they 
quickly learned the folly of this 
idea, and at the presen: time 
everpbody is talking aboat in- 
creased production and sssociat- 
ing with it the solution of mostof 
oor internal difficulties. 

Depite this, however, it is 
highty questionable if many 
people realise the’ fall import of 
this need for increased produc- 
tion, and it is certainly doubtfal 
in the extreme whother the great 
mass of the people, and especially 
the workers, realise to the full 
the high impartance of produc- 
tion as a solution to the great 
world problem. 

A REAL PEACE 

Péace is essential to the well- 
being of the world—thare is none 
who can deny that. But what is 
peace? It is not merely the 
cessation af hostilities, but o 
steadfast, single-minded, and 
uodistracted application to in- 
dustry and, io its fullest and 
widest sense, a return to those 
conditions which existed prior to 
Angust 1914. : 

The mere resumption of in- 
dustrial enterprise, howevar com- 
pleze that resumption mag be,dces 
not of itself achiewe this, for it 
mast be remembered that thereis a 
tremendeus leeway tobe made up. 

Five years of war have no: only 
absorbed all the surplus goods of 
the world, bat they have slao lefr 
the world short of very many 
millions of producers. Obviously, 
therefore, it is up to those who are 
left to carry on todo their utmost. 
not only to replace the world’s 
exhausted stocks, but so far as 
possible to compensate bs their 
increased energies for the appall- 
ing loss of man-power. 

There is nothing tbat one can 
think of to-day that comes within 
the category of personal oz 
domestic neets, or, indeed, of 
commercial requirements. that 
there is nota definite and urgeni, 
demand for, and the fallacy of} 
the old days, when it was assum- 
edthat the smaller the amount 
ef production the greater the 
likelihood of employment for the 
Yargest number, was never so 
fatal to the best interests of the 
country nor so contrary to actual 
facts as it ia as the present time |

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THE EUROPEAN CRISIS. 


In is difficult to write of a changing situation. but ou: of the 
present regrettable crisis which has arisen in Europe in conneczion 
with the Russo-Polish war there comes one or two important and 
clearly established facts—facts which are worthy of every man’s 
careful consideration. ‘Unquestionably. the mos: imporant ia that 
of the diplomatic relations existing be:ween England and France. 
for the latest developments reveal that inspite of the oft-alleged 
cordiality of the relations they are apt to suffer great strain over 
important fhatters. Apart altogether from the question of whether 
jt is wise or in the best interests of European peace for the Allies 
to recogmise the Soviet Government, we can find little excuse for the 
precipitate action of M..Millerandin deciding to sappozt General 
Wrangel, when he had not even mentioned the matser to Mr. Llord 
George when they were in conference so recently. Here were two 
heads of AHied Governments conferring on a matter that affected 
the destinies of Evrope. and immediately after thet conference one 
of those hesds pursues a course of action ‘totally at variance witb 
what he must have known were the views of the other. Mr. Liord 
George Grst heard the news through 2 private press agency. and he 


. told Parliament that he was sd surprised tha: be could only conclude 


that the agency had made a mistake. Bot, no, it proved to be only 
too true. And then it was thougb? that M. Millerand had been 
beaten by his Permanent Officials, but that theory has also exploded. 
It is almost unthinkable that after five years of comradeship, after 
close collaboration in the drafting of the Peace Trests, and after 
countless conferences, the diplomats of thess two copnttie> 
have only reached a stage in which each or either of the parties is 
animated by its own particalar siewpoint. One is compelled to ask

Certain it is that during the week-end the Allied diplo- 
mats must bevespent a busy time trying to patch up and smooth over 
what bas developed into the most serious crisis since the war ended. 
At the time of writing we are convinced that Britain's one desira

THE ROUSE SHORTAGE. 

“The 
accommodation, which has been 
a noticeable feature since 1912, 
still continues, and boikting 
obviousty does not keep pace 
with the increase of population. 
This isan extract from the joint 
annual report of the Principal 
Civil Medical Officer’ and the 


Medical Oiicar of Health af this}. 


Colony, It is a very plain and 
unexaggerated statement af fact, 
and =s it’ —s contrasts rather 
sharpls with ry Tecen 
official declaration suggesting 
that all the talk exbout the 
local house shortage might pos- 
sibly be an over-statement af the 
actual position. Here we have 
a frank assertion, irom Govern- 
ment sources, that the population 
ia growing faster than houses 
are baing erected to accommodate 
the people. and, what is even of 
more importance, shat the 
tendency has existed for the past 
seven or eight years. In view of 
this disclosure, what is the 
Government going to say about 
its contined ination? Presam- 
ably, its defence would be that it 
has been expediting the opening 
up of new areas for residential 
purposes, and that that should 
help. But there is the question 
of mzana of transit to be taken 
into account Roads are of no use 
for residential purposes unless 
they are accessible. And even if 
they ware, it is not everybody 
who ean lay down sufficient cash 
with which to build a residence. 


HOUSES THE PRIME NEED. 


The Government scheine for 
advancing loans to those 
desirous of building was intended 


‘|:o meet the needs of these people 


to wham we have just referred. 
But we do not know a single 
individual who has throngh that 
scheme been able to commence 
building. Itistrue that there is 
building going oa in the Colony 
by companies who hare 
teceived Government assistance, 
but even when these flats 
and houses are completed 
there will still be need for 
moxe residences. Besides, 
it is not only a matter of shortage 
of houses:there are the atrociously 
high rentals which people are 
tired of paying. and we do not 
see much hope of these coming 
down 30 longas the Governmen;: 
follows its present policy of 
greating loans on such easy con- 
ditions as will allow the landlords 
to secure phenomenally hizh 
returns on their property. Tf the 
Government would only freely 
assist and encourage individuals 
to build. there would be some 
hope. Or if it would only 
build itself and let at reason- 
able rents. But no: it dses 
neither the. one, nor the 
other. the «hile people are com- 
pelled to live in hotels or crowded 
flat-districts, yearning for what 
they cannot get—a decent house 
in a healtby locality at a fair 
rent. We want to tell the Govern- 
ment that houses are what tho 
people need, no! motor roads, not 
mere promises of financial aid. 
and not hazy visions of possible 
building by the Government ‘for 
the public. Ifthe Governmont can 
do something to give us * houses 
and more houses,” it willbe able 
eventually to lsy claim to public 
gratitude. If it canno’, then it 
bad better say mo more abou: the 
question. 


SPREADING DISEASE. 


From ths anoual medical 
reports for the Colony we learn 
something about the occurrence 
of enteric fever locally, amongst 
the causes ‘given being the con- 
tamination of food by flies which 
convey infective materia] from 
uncovered latrine tLuckets. It is 
added that "the substitution of 
water-flushed privies both for 
public and private use, which is 
gradually taking place in the 
Colony, will greatly lessen 
the chance of infection through 
flies.” In this connection, it 
would be" interesting to know 
whether the authorities insist on 
the provision of covers for these 
latrine buckets; we haven't 
heard of any prosecutions for 
failure to make such provision. 
If there is no authority for this, 
then it’s about time there was. 
Above all, there shuuld be every 
facility ziven for tho installation 
of modern sanitary appliances.

Commander C. W. Beckwith, 
RN, who fills the dual post of 
Superintendent of Imports and 
Exports and Harbour Master, 
bas brought out the trade returns 
of the Colony for the second 
quarter about four weeks after 
tho period they cover, thus show- 
ing that he realises the import- 
ance of these statistics to the 
mercantile community. I have 
often wondered whather it would 
not be possible for the Imports 
and Exports Depattment to issue 
monthly to the Press s short 
digest of the trade of tha Colony, 
giving the volume of imports and 
exports, and the share of the 
different countries in them, ta- 
gether with the comparative 
figures of tho previous yaar. This 
would not involve much work on 
the Department, and the inform. 
ation would be af much value to 
the business ‘ houses of this 
Colooy. <A great drawback in 
these trade returns is that ther 
are given in sterling, and with 
a fluctusting Hotgkong dallar 
iris not easy to gauge exactly 
the extent of our progres. Al 
though imports and exports show 
a higher value than the second 
quarter of Iast year, this is 
accounted, firatly, by the higher 
dollar, compared witb the sterling 
rate ruling the same time last 
year, and to a great extent tothe 
increased values of commodities 
and mannfactares. A glance at 
the Trade Reaturns for this 
quarter reveals this ina marked 
degree. Qur exports without 
treasure came up to the hand- 
some Ggure of  £29,517,952, 
against £18,.982,994. «hile we 
imported during this period goods 
to the value of . £14,19$,435, ex- 
eluding ATeasore. against 
£15,582.296.

When it is remembered that in 
April of this sear the Hongkong 
dollar was Is. 7}{d higher than 
in Aprillast year, in May 1s. 14d, 
and in Jone 6244. higher thac in 
the corresponding mcsths of last 
year it will be seen how deceptive 
these returns are.
